Many, from want of due confideration, are led to place all 
their religion and hopes of falvarion in Fusth, and to view ino- 
rality pi good works with unchriltian indifference ; which is 
an inlet to much vice. Itis to be regretted, that the. bulk of 
mankind are two great {trangers to.morality, and very ignorant 
of the Divine Nature, as well as addicted to the violation of 
Truth, which is an emanation from the Almighty. . What 
virtuous and religious exercife would it be to be continually 
employed in doing good, and promoting juttice by truth ; in- 
ftead of doing ill offices, and fabricating or retailing malicious 
falfehoods! What high and exquifite confcious pleafure and 
happinefs would arife to’ min, ‘from the con{tant exercife of 
truth, and charity, and benevolence, compared to the ftings of 
remorfe, which mutt proceed from the exercife of falfehood and 
malice. a.

Yeflerday noon, purfuant to -advertifement, and. according 
to the terms of the Company’s charier for holding four courts 
annually, a quarterly general court was field at the Eaft-India 
Honfe, in Leadenhall-ftreet. ‘Che chair being taken about 
twelve o’clock, the clerk read at the table the minutes of the 
laft general court, afid then the account (containing a brief 
ftatement of the Cpmpany’s, affairs) from Midsummer daft, 
which being finifhed, the Chairman got up, and declared the 
prefent to be a quarterly general court. There were fix di- 
rectors prefent, and afcw proprietors only ; and as there was 
no other bufinefs before the court, they adjourned fie die, af- 
ter fitting only an hour, for the purpofe of reading over the ac- 
counts, &c. according ta law. On account of the quarterly 

general court being held, the fale was poftponed. 
‘Ie is faid that Mr Pict will call the Parliament together in’ 
November, unlefs the price of teas ‘fhould fall co that level, 
which he had in view when he brought in.his commutation 
bill.

The balloon’ in Lord Foley’s garden did not go up this

"It is caleu- 
lated that with the ftraw, &c. for fupplying the rarefied air, 
‘the whole will amount to ten thoufand weight. 

’ Notwithftanding the affurances given to the Emprefs of 
Ruflia by the King of Sweden, of his pacific difpofition to. 
wards Detimark, it is ceitzin that nival armaments are carry- 
ing on with great brifcnels in the ports of Swéden. Such 
meafures in time of peace are rather fingular; and the more fo, 
as the finances. of his Swedith Majefty-are’not ina condition 
to admit-of great difburfements ; and, therefore, when efforts 
are made to equip fquadrons in time of peace, by a ftate not 
overburthened. with riches, one may well prefume that war is 
-likely to break out. , 

If Sweden fhould-go to war, there is no donbe but, being 
“the penfioner‘of France; fle. will take part with the latter ; 
and, therefore,.as Holland in that cafe will bean ally, the only 
powers againft which the. naval operations of ‘Sweden can be 
direéted are Denmark and Ruffia'; and confequently the Baltic 
will be the feene of aftion: Bur Sweden, alfifted even by the 
naval force of Holland, will not be a match for the Ruihians 
aud Danes by fea, unlefs the French fhould fend a {quadron to 
the Baltic to co-operate with her.
